Acknowledgements 

The Examiner acknowledges the reply filed 10/15/2009 in which claim 1 was 
amended. Currently claims 1-8 are pending for examination in this application. 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) that was submitted on 10/15/2009 is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the examiner is 
considering the information disclosure statement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended in the 10/15/2009 

reply. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a method for inserting a subcutaneous 
infusion device into a subcutaneous layer of skin of a patient. Some devices 
automatically retract a needle used to introduce the cannula. Upon full introduction of 
the needle and associated cannula of the subcutaneous infusion device into a 
subcutaneous layer of skin of a patient, the device can move the needle into a retracted 
state. 

The closest prior art of record is Mogensen et al. (US2003/01 09829) and Hun et 
al. (US2004/01 58207), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed 
or described above. 
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Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all the 
limitations or render obvious the specifics of the cannula insertion device's manual 
insertion and automatic retraction.
